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THE followiag is from the Carson 
Appeal: All along the Big 
Meadows of the Humboldt, the 
ranchers ste discharging their 
hands, and the once green fields of 
timothy and alfalfa are drying up 
for the want of water. This is be- 
cause the Humboldt river is run- 
ning nearly dry and there is no 
water forirrigition. If the various 

f legislatures of this State had been 
composed of men of common sense, 
in years gone by, audit the State 
officers had been disposed to assist 
instead of bampered needed legisla- 
tion, the Huuiboldt river would be 
running bank full te- lay and the 
Big Meadows would not be drying 
up for the waut of water. If the 
State ever expects to get on its 
feet it must do something for itself 
and have the nerve to spend a little 
money iv doing it. We must be- 
gin to spend money for irrigation 
and the-builiing of reservoirs to 
store water. In summer when 
wheat grows the farmers siore the 
wheat for wiuier use, but in the 
winter when the water goes to 
waste he does not store the water 
for summer use. Few men have 
the capital to do this, therefore the 
people of the State through their 
representatives should see that pro- 
vision is made for this work. They 
can never do it, however, as long 
as they send these economy and 
reform“ people to the legislature 
who vote against public improve- 
ments, fight all expenditures and 
insist that the only money spent by 
the State shall be that expended in 
paying their salaries and mileage. 
What they consider economy is 
really the most foolish and reckless 
extravagance. When it was every- 
w rere claimed that the State could 
not afford to spend the money to 
build storage reservoirs for irriga- 
tion, the excuse was met by a 
scheme to organize a lottery under 
a State franchise aud pay $25,000 a 
year into the State Treasury. Had 
that bill become a law there would 
have been 550,000 on January 1, 
1889, in the State Treasury for the 
Legislature to appropriate for the 
benefit of irrigation. The bill. 
however, was foughit tooth and nail 
by a lot of bogus moral reformers, 
and since that time over $200,000 
has left this State to go to New 
Orleans. The men who persist in 
fighting for the Louisiana Lotterv 
Company in this State had better 
go to Louisiana and live, lustead of 

making Nevada their abiding 

place. 3 
Tun sentiment which has made 
electoral reform necessary has found 
its way into Congress as well as into 
many of the states. A bill has been re- 
ported favorably in the House, declar- 
ing that a candidate for nomination or 
election to House or Sena te shall con- 
tribute nothing except necessary ex- 
penditures. That there may be no 
misunderstanding of this term. neces- 
sary expenditures are enumerated and 
defined as expenses. for printing and 
traveling for dissemination of informa- 
tion to the public, and for political 
meetings, demonstrations and conven- 
tions. AH of this is very creditable, 
but how it will protect a poorer aspirant 
against the longer pufse of the richer, 
or reverse the well settled maxim of 
Mr. Cleveland—that “the longest pole 
ä porsiinpmtseit ie diftice 
quite to see.

EDITORS GAZETTE: Aftor leav- 
ing Truckee I sped on to this busy 
hive of industry, and am not sorry 
for having done so. I registered at 
the Boca Hotel, Mr. Sheritt proprie- 
tor. It isa large, commodious, weil- 
lighted, clean and well - arranged 
caravansary. About four-fifths of 
the workingme. board at this place. 
The meals dealt out consist of geod 
wholesome food, and therefore give 
entire satisfaction to the patrons, 
The sleeping apartments are ina 
neat and excellent condition. The 
house is located on‘a knoll, and vis- 
itors command a good view from 
the veranda of the surrounding 
country. . 


There are no Chinamen here any | 


more than there are in Truckee. 
Some three huodred men are em- 
ployed in the various industries, 
whose wages ravge from $2 50 to 
$3.25 per ‘day.

After unde 
ing this treatment the cotten rolls up 
into snarls and bunches, and in order 
that the acid may have a freerer ac- 
cess to it it is passed through a shred- 
der and converted into a fluffy state, 
It is afterward exposed in an air 
tizht box for see a haus to a tem- 
perature of 200 degrees, which prac- 
tically deprives it of all moisture. 
From the air tight box it is removed 
to the dipping room, where there are 
iron troughs filled with one part ni- 
tric acid and two parts of sulphuric 
acid. Into these troughs the eotton 
is placed, one bundle at a time, and 


utes, long effongh for it to be thor- 
oughly soaked. The acid is hand- 
pressed. from 
‘then placed in oo red earthen jars, 
where it remains twenty-four hours 
undergoing chemical transformation. 
In view of t e fact that much heat is 
evolved ducing the chemical reac- 
‘tion, itis found mecessary to place 
the jars in pots and surround them 
with flowing water, which serves to 
keep them cool. The cotton is now 
nitrated and is practically gun-cotton, 
but the acid, still mechanically held 
must be wholly removed or. it would 
be apt to quickly deteriorate and be- 
come extremely dangerous. The 
charges, therefore, are taken one by 
one and placed in an acid wringer 
and plunged into a large tub which is 
kept filled with running water, in 
which a large wheel is rapidly turned 
in order to subject the cotton to a 
thorough washing. This latter pro- 
cess is continued till no acid is per- 
ceptible to the taste. Itis then sub- 
jected toa still further washing and 

iling in an alkaline mixture, this 
being ne to remove every 
trace of acid. The cotton is now in 
long shreds and balls, which can be 
used or stored without danger, the 
processes of conversion and clean- 
sing being completed, but for military 
use x must * into a e com- 
pact form. For this the gun - 
cotton in charges o 300 p. unds is 
thrown into à pulping tub, where, 
mixed with water, it is ground by 
steel cutters into a fine pulp. The 
grinding and breaking up of the cel- 
lular tissue of the cotton made it 
more or less dirty, and it is necess- 
ary, therefore, to expose it to fre- 
quent washings in the poaching tubs, 
from which, after treating it with 
lime water to make the moisture 


a large iron tank, where it is fed to 
the molds, which under a moderate 
pressure, press the water from the 


‘| pulp and trim out cylinders of cotton 


about eight inches high atid three 
and a half inches in @lametér. These 
cylinders are then ~placed under a 
hydraulic press and. exposed to a 
pressure of about 1,709 pounds to the 
square inch or about eight tons on 
each. The cylinders are pressed into 
hard dakes or disks, some two inches 
high and three and a half inches in 
diameter, with a specific gravity a lit- 
tle greater than water. They are 
then packed in boxes of fifty pounds 
each and kept in magazines for gen- 
eral use. Guncotton is, from its 
reat. explosive power and the con- 
ditions of safety attached to its stor- 
„superior to any other known ex- 
— for naval warfare.
